Orch. (rare Autograph label; c. Jan. 1925)* Became leader of his own Orchestra at 
Chicago's Aragon Ballroom in 192?. Radio credits include: Pure Oil radio program, 
1938, Sanatron Tube program, 1929, Armour Star Ham program, 1930, Lady Esther 
program 1931-1937, Cashmere Bouquet program 1939- * 78 transcribed half-hour 
programs for Ziv, researched herewith, 19^6-19^7, NBC-TV (Chicago area) 19^9-1952, 
and many songs transcribed for Thesaurus 1950-1953- He was awarded the Radio 
Guide trophy as radio's most popular dance orchestra for 7 consecutive years, 
including 19¥>. Made honorary alumnus of Northwestern University, 1938* Wayne 
entered military service on Aug, 25, 19*f2- He was Capt. Amy Specialist Corps as 
music officer; Capt. Army of U.S.,. Dec, 1942; Appointed Aide de Camp to Gen. 
Aurand, 6th, Service Command; Appointed dep* director, public relations, 6th, 
Service Command, Gen, staff Corps* Feb, 1943; Advanced to rank of Major, June 1943; 
Discharged Oct* 1944- He has composed numerous songs, including "That Little Boy 
Of Mine 1 *, "Goofus", "Josephine", "Beautiful Love H , "Corn Silk", and his memorable 
theme song "The Waltz You Saved For Me", At age 82*/ he still tours at regular 
intervale, mainly in the mid-West and Florida. He has recorded many songs for Victor, 
Brunswick & Decca records. Recently he became a 33rd. degree mason - their highest 
honor. He is living in Scottedale, Arizona. 

In 1945 Wayne King re-organized hiB orchestra. Nancy Evans . joined in 1-946 
at the age of 17. She is still with the orchestra on their very successful tours 
around the country. The Ziv radio series began in 1946, during which 52 shows 
were transcribed, and 26 more were done in 1947 > nvaking a total of 78. The shows 
were all recorded at Chicago's NBC studios, and done especially for Ziv. Tony 
Javello, the great arranger and composer, did all the charts for the King-Ziv 
series. Nancy Evans recalls they would actually run out of songs that were good 
for recording and adaptable to Wayne* s style, and when they were not actually 
recording, she would be on the phone talking with Tony about the charts, or she'd 
be spending hours at the music stores getting ideas for songs or looking at lists 
of old and new songs that could possibly be used. 

The announcer for the Ziv series was Wayne King's very good friend, Franklyn , 
MacCormack (now deceased), He supplied sensitive and poetic introductions to most 
of Wayne's songs. Mr* MacCormack worked for many years as an announcer on WGN 
radio, Chicago, fie has recorded for M<#1 and Liberty records, and others, and is 
probably best remembered for his 1941 Victor record of "Melody Of Love", on which 
his recitation is backed by Wayne King's Orchestra. This recording, also re~made 
for Decca, has sold several million copies, and is still available. 

The orchestra used in the Ziv series consisted of 1? pieces (including Wayne 
King on sax or clarinet} , plus vocals by Nancy Evans and Larry Douglas (and two 
vocals by Wayne King). Larry Douglas, a star in his own right, appeared only on the 
'■Vayne King transcribed shows, and was not a regular member of the orchestra*
